For the information of the people of 
Dix on, and especially of those who are 
alarmed over the spread of this new 
variety of chick enpox . which from the 
symptons given in the 
clipping, is 
another disease entirely, i 
desire to

< )n the morning of the 
21st insL, my 
attention was called to a special dis­ 
patch from 
Dix on 
appearing in the 
Chicago Becord, stating tha t art epi­ 
demic resembling chick enpox was pre­ 
vailing in lha te ity, and tna t the local 
physicians were unable to control the 
disease. 
I 
immediately addressed a 
coinmut.Cation to the Board of Health 
of Dix on ask ing for the fact* in the 
case and enquiring whether any assist­ 
ance was needed fiotit this Board. 
On 
the 21th inst.. I receive J a reply from J 
the local health officer stating tha t the j 
disease was chick enpox , that there had 
been no bad result« , tha t the doctors 
could control it. and finally, that no 
help wa* needed. 
It appearing from 
this communication that no further ac­ 
tion by this board was deemed neces­ 
sary. the matter was dropped, 
No ad­ 
ditional information was received rela­ 
tive to the disease, until the receipt of 
the clipping above referred to. 
A member of this board, or an in­ 
spector 1 representing the board, will 
visit Dix on as soon as practicable 
every effort will be made to dote 
the true cha rac te r of the disease 
vailing. 
In connection with the 
nosis of the malady, however, I 
no diffidence whatever in ex prt 
the opinion that it is not chick enpox . 
This disease affects children a* a rule. 
Adults can be affected, but they rarely 
are.
